Cost of last year’s strikes: 
416,526 work days lost

The nation’s economy — plagued 
in recent years by a general reces- 
‘sion — lost more than helf a million 
workdays in 1977 due to strikea and 
partial strikes, Minister of Labour 
and Secia) Affairs Israel Katz 
revealed this week. 

In all, there were 126 full strikes 
‘last year, with 416,526 workdays lost, 
compared to 123 full strikes and 308,- 
214 workdays lost in 1976. 

In addition, many more workdays 
were lost last year when various 
groups of workers — organized or 
otherwisé — practised 20-called 
work sanctions or 

Asked why the number of 
workdays lost to full strikes rose so 
radically last year when the number 
of strikes increased by only three, 
Dr, Katz explained that many more 
cworkers were involved in labour dis- 


putes ‘ast year than in 1976. These in- 
cluded large groups in the Ministry 
of Communications, the Treasury, 
Bank Leumi and university staff per- 
sonnel.

TV won't sell 
Hirbet Hiza 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Israel TV has decided not tosell its 
film version of ‘‘Hirbet Hiza"' to any 
foreign network — but Jordan TV 
has already “stolen" it and broad- 
cast the more sensational segments 
on their news programmes in 
Hebrew and English. 

Broadcasting Authority director- 
general Yitzhak Livni has ordered 
TV officials not to sell the film, 
which depicts the banishment of 
Arab settlers from a fictional Arab 
village, based on the nogplla by 8. 
Yizhar. The authority had originally 
planned to market the film, and thus 
produced it in colour at a cost of 
11,600,000. But when its controversial 

‘nature became apparent, Livni 
decided to cancel such plans, aware 
of the danger that it might be used as 
anti-Israel propeganda. 

Duteh TV and two, American 
television networks are among the 
would-be purchasers of ‘‘Hirbet 
Hiza." 


Meanwhile, Jordan TV has 
already shown snippets of the film on 
their news programmes, The parts 
selected were those that could be 
regarded as most ‘‘damaging to 
Israel’: elderly Arabs, women and 
children sloshing through mud at 
Sunpoint; an Arab woman spitting at 
an IDF soldier; and a soldier calling 
the Arabs "animals." 

Asked why the film was not 
screened with simultaneous tranala- 


tion in Arable, TV director Arnon 


Zuckerman told The Jerusalem Post 
that original drama is never 
translated into another language on 
Israel] TV.

Bomb-laden Egyptian airliner forced 
to land by Kenya air force jets 


NAIROBI (UPI). — Kenya Air 
Force jets intercepted a bomb-laden 
Egyptian airliner yesterday and 
forced it to land at Nairobi’s inter- 


nationa] airport, the official Kenya 


News Agency said. 

The agency said the airliner, an 
Egyptair Boeing 707, had a cargo of 
244 bombs. 

The incident followed an approach 
by Egypt to Kenya earlier this week 
for permission to allow Egyptian air- 
eraft to overfly Kenya en route to 
Somalia. 

“Permission was refused because 
the Kenyan authorities were not sure 
of the type of cargo the planes were 


to carry,” the Kenya News Agency 
said. The agency said that Egypt 
had, however, sent a flight through 
Kenya to Somalia on Monday and 
another two on Tuesday. 


“Despite the refusal by the Ke- 
nyan Government, a fourth plane 
overflew Kenyan airspace today 
and, consequently, it was forced to 
land at Embakasj Airport in Nairobi 
by Kenya Air Force jets," the agen- 
ey said. 

It said Egyptian Ambassador 
Ahmed Marzouk had told authorities 
here the aircraft were carrying 
“humanitarian goods.""

OFF-THE-CUFF translations have their pitfalls, as 
President Carter's interpreter in Poland would no doubt 
agree, and even those pored over by the experts, Itke 
Resolution 242, are not without trouble where the 
definite article is concerned.

Tel Aviv Betar faces Hapoel and 
Maccabi is at home to Tel Aviv 
Shimshon. But the results of these 
matches will have no immediate 
bearing on the championship race, in 
which Netanya Maccahi leads 
Yehud Hapoel by two points with 
Jerusalem Betar and Tel Aviv Mac- 
cabl two more points behind. Al! the 
league leaders have home games 
and are favoured to win. 


Netanya Maccabi plays Haifa 
Hapoel, and while Netanya has 
recently regained top form, the 
Haifa side has slipped from top of the 
table to ninth place. With David 
Lavie and Oded Machness, Netanya 
Maccabi can claim the league's most 
dangerous strikers; they have 
scored 33 goals, compered to Haifa 
Hapoel's 15 this season. Anything but 
a Netanya win would come as a 
shock. 


Yehud Hapoel entertain Acre 
Hapoel. These teams came into the 
National League together two years 
ago. While Yehud have surprised 
everyone in climbing to second spot, 
Acre Hapoel now founder at the foot 
of the league, with only eight goals 
and eight points to show from 16 
games. This strongly suggests a 
home win for Yehud, but I would not 
rule out a low-score draw. 


Jerusalem Betar have been disap- 
pointing in home games this season. 
but last week cracked In four goals in 
the last half hour of the State Cup 
game against Holon Hapoel. 
Perhaps they have now found the 
way to score league goals'as well. 
Hadera Hapoel have lost their last 
five league games, but did well to 
win an away cup game by 3-2 in 
Rehovot last Saturday. Hadera will 
be determined to save their place in 
the National League, and this will 
not make things easy for Betar, who 
must, however, be favoured to 
collect both points. 


Aviv derby 


Tel Aviv Maccabi have teen. 
creeping to within striking range of 
the league leaders. The defexding 
champions aren't nearly as im- 
pressive as they were last season. 
But with Vicky Peretz, Benny Tabek 
and Moshe Schweitzer in the attack, 
Maceab! could burst into full bioom 
any day. They appear to have the 
edge over Shimshon, who are one 
place. but four points, behind. 

Tel Aviv Betar and Hapoel look 
more closely matched, and a 
traditional derby game draw is the 
probable result. 

Beersheba Hapoel came a cropper 
in the State Cup last week, losing 0-3 
at home to second division Petah 
Tikva Maccabi. Their opponents, 
Jerusalem Hapoel, had a similar 
fate in the cup last week, losing at 
home to Haifa Maccabi by 0-1. These 
two teams stand In seventh and 
eighth place and have the same 
number of points. There will 
probably be little in it, but 
Beersheba at home might be the 
safest bet. 

The surprise results in the cup 
games of last week were duly 
reflected in the Sportoto football pool 
payouts, which were most unusual. 
Only 12 of the games on the sportoto 
coupon were completed, yet only two 
punters managed to get all 12 results 
tight. Each of them won IL750,000. 
Eleven results right were worth 
1L27,000, ten correct won IL1,800 and 
even nine correct results won 11,250. 

Sportoto announced a minimum 
total prize of IL3.5m. after this 
week's games, including 111,750,000 
for those marking ail 13 games cor- 
rectly.

Here to film horrors

BLOOD-chilling Damien, a child of 
Satan, who wag a central figure in 
the film ‘The Omen," reappears in 
“Omen I," the filming of which has 
been completed (handled by Israfilm) 
in Acre and Belvoir. In Israel to ex- 
ecute the film's anticipated horrors 
was British actor Leo McKern and 
the much acclaimed director of 
photography of ‘'Star Wars," Gil 
Taylor. The two were to be found one 
wet and windy night at the Dan 
Carmel! Hotel. exhausted but 
hospitable. 

Leo McKern, continuing his role 
from ‘The Omen’’ as Bugenhagen, 
{s little known in this country. 
“Ryan's Daughter,” in which he has 
ἃ major part, is currently running in 
Tei Aviv, and in the 60's, he starred 
as Cromwell in the film version of "A 
Man for All Seasons." To meet nim 
is to experience Theatre. 

A character actor of the old British 
school, McKern was attracted to the 
small but significant role of 
Burgenhagen by the mysteriousness 
of the old sage inhabiting the 
catacombs of Megiddo and by the 
beauty and ‘persuasiveness of his 
speech. 

It ls McKern's first trip to Israel, 
for which he holds much sympathy. 
Work left him no time for sight- 
seeing but ample opportunity to talk 
with Israelis on the production. With 
an enormous grin, he admitted that 
the only time he had satisfaction 
refusing a role was when he turned 
down “Fiddler on the Roof,” in- 
sisting it should be played by a Jew!

early 60s. Behind his quietness, one 
senses a rich and curious imagina- 
tion. Labelling himself a frustrated 
painter, he has channelled his need 
for visual expression through the 
camera.

He creates shoc« out 
of the unexpected. In Omen 1." he 
handles the Israel section οὔΐε: the 
rest is filmed in the U.S. 

Gil, who is also a dairy-farmer in 
the south of Engtand, started his 
career the hard way, as an appren- 
tice to a cameraman. His wozk in- 
cludes the early Polanski films

Strangelove;"" and most recently, 
“Star Wars," 

It was during the filming of ‘The 
Omen" that director George Lucas 
presented Gil with some beautiful 
conceptual paintings of the proposed 
“Star Wars."'

Amorg 
the many problems to be overcome 
was that of futuristic lighting on set. 
Gil tovk the Liberty of buying 9,000 
photoflood bulbs -- resulting. for- 
tunately, in an enormou: ly 
successful effect.

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Invested capital earns 


less now, study finds

New business ir.vesiment, which is 
not expanding, may soon begin to 
fall, many economists fear. They 
cite findings by the Institute of 
Productivity Research, a unit of the 
Productivity Institute. 

According to the findings, the 
proportional weight of capitalization 
in income from commercial enter- 
prises fel} sharply last year, con- 
Hnuing a downtrend that began in 

Last year, the Productivity 
Rezearch Institute found, labour 
costa absorbed 96.6 per cent of gross 
income ta the commercial sector. 
which meant that capital investment 
earned 2 mere 3.4 per cent, on the 
averege. 

In 1976, labour’s share was 88.9 per 
cent, and in 1974 ~ 72.1 per cent. 

The economista attribute the 
reduction {n the earnings of capital 
to the recession that has been plagu- 
ing Isrzei's economy in the past few 
years. 


As a result, profitability of in- 
vested capital haa plummeted. The 
only way to maintain new invest- 
ment in the face of reduced earnings, 
the economists say. is to offer cheap 
Credit to investors, to make up for 
the low rate of return on invested 
capital. 

Indeed, the National Budget — 
prepared jointly by the Treasury and 
the Bank of Israel, states that were it 
not for Government-subsidized 
credit and outright grants, invest- 
ment in the private sector would 
have fatien by even more than it has 
50 far — 25 per cent annually. 

Economic experts insist that. 
capital 15 carrying ἃ substantial part 
of the burden of the recession, and 
that price increases are not compen- 

ing investors for their capital in- 
vestments at the pre-1974 rate. 

One of the reasons for the drop in 
inveated capital profitability ia the 
fact that since 1971 exploitation of 
capital has been contracting — 
between 12 and 14 per cent between 
1971 and 1974, and by seven per cent 
since 1974. 


Insurance branch hit by NEP

TEL AVIV. — The New Economic 
Policy and ¢he abolition of currency 
controls have created serious 
problems for the insurance industry, 
Eitan Avneyon, director of the 
Association of Insurance Companies 
told economic correspondents here 
Tuesday. The main problem was the 
infiltration of the local market by 
foreign-based insurance companies. 


Avneyon also opposed the opening 
of doliar-based insurance plans here 
and aNowing Israelis travelling 
abroad to take out insurance policies 
there. 

Avneyon said that the Association 
had recently proposed to the In- 
surance Comptroller a number of 
amendments to the Insurance Law. 
These include allowing the Comp- 
troller to exercise tighter control 
over the industry. To enable him to 
do this, manpower in the Comp- 
trolier's office should be increased. 

Speaking about the insurance 
branch in general, Avneyon, who is 
the director of the Histadrut- 
affifated Hassneh insurance com- 
pany, said that the industry here is 
becoming more sophisticated.

Damage awards and insurance 
losses were greater now, and the in- 
surance branch was not prepared for 
that, he said. 


‘The Association of Insurance Com- 
panies has decided to increase the 
range of reductions in property in- 
surance premiums for automobiles. 
This will include the possibility of 
receiving up to 56 per cent reduction 
after five years without claims. Up 
to now, the maximum was 35 per 
cent after six years. Sole drivers of 
cars will receive a reduction of up to 
17 per cent, while cars driven by two 
drivers will get ἃ 12 per cent reduc- 
tion, instead of ten per cent as 
previously. 

Israel Dvir, deputy chairman of 
the vehicle insurance department of 
the association, who gave these 
figures, said these steps were taken 
in the face of an alarming number of 
motorists who took out only the 
obligatory third-party insurance, but 
not property insurance. 

The insurance companies also 
may reduce the premiums for 
drivers who agree to a higher deduc- 
tible ceiling. The rebate for those 
who do not drive on the Sabbath or 
holidays may also be increased.

U.S.-Soviet 
trade is 
down 28% 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Soviet- 
American trade for the first 11 
months of 1977 totalled only $1.6b., 
down more than 28 per cent from the 
same period in 1976. 

The U.S. commercial office in 
‘Moscow reported that two-way trade 
between the two superpowers totall- 
ed $1.674m. between January and the 
end of November 1977, down 28.4 per 
cent from the 1976 total of $2.33b. in 
the same period. 

American exports to the Soviet 
Union totalled $1.4b., off 32 per cent 
from 1976's $2.1b. American 
agricultural exports at $934m. were 
down 32.5 per cent from tke 1976 
figure. 

The U.S. purchased $222m. worth 
of Soviet goods during the January- 
November period, posting a modest

TO SOME DEGREE it is true, as Washington officials insist, 
that U.S. policy in the Middle East remains “unchanged.” It 
could even he argued that in some vital respects it has un- 
dergone no basic mutation in several decades. 

Early in'1956 Secretary of State Dulles proposed to sell — un- 
der a veil of secrecy, before the truth came out — a few score 
light tanks to Saudi Arabia. Though light, those were the most 
powerful engines of land warfare in the area in the mid-1950's. 

Israel protested the peril to its security from such arms 
supplies to the Arabs. The U.S. promptly countered with public 
assurances that the tanks were only designed for ‘legitimate 
self-defence" and for ‘the defence of the area as a whole.” And 
with whispered remarks that the tanks would be useful in keep- 
ing the Saudis cool towards the Russians. 

At that time the weapons Israel was receiving from the U.S. 
were not much worth writing home about. That is patently no 
longer the case. Over the past decade, the U.S. has provided, 
largely free of charge, ἃ major portion of the country's heavy 
defence armoury. 

The debt of gratitude to the U.S. for helping Israel in adversity 
should be openly and unstintingly acknowledged, and never 
more so than in the heat of controversy over American arms 
policy. 

Yet the fact cannot be ignored that some old, and deplorable, 
ways of thinking about the uses of U.S. military hardware in the 
Middle East have not died out. 

President Carter now proposes to sell Saudi Arabia 60 F-15's, 
presumably to bolster Saudi defences against neighbouring 
radical Arab states; as well as 50 F-5E's to Egypt, in recognition 
of President Sadat's disengagement from the Soviet embrace 
and his initiative for peace with Israel; and, in addition, 75 F- 
16's and 15 more F-15's to Israel, to provide the Jewish State, in 

* Secretary Vance's words. ‘‘full confidence in its ability to 
assure its own defence.’’ 

Whether this package will in fact inspire such confidence in 
Israel is an open question. 

The U.S. President's advisers are surely aware that Saudi 
Arabia cannot now, or in the near future, absorb the full comple- 

-ment of the "air superiority’’ aircraft it will shortly be receiv- 
ing. These Saudi planes, like those with which Libya is being so 
bountifully supplied by certain European countries, are bound 
to find their way to the battle front in any future Arab war 
‘against Israel. 

As Premier Begin rightly said in the Knesset yesterday, the 
stocking up of Saudi Arabia with the F-15's makes that country 
into a front-ranking confrontation state. 

The aircraft with which Egypt is to be provided (with Saudi 
money) are less of a menace to Israel. They will be fewer than 
the Egyptians have requested (the Saudis, on the other hand, 
are to be granted their full purchase list.) But they mark a 
shattering bregk with the previous policy of not furnishing even 
a friendly Egypt with offensive weapons. A potentially most 
dangerous precedent has thus been established. 

The value of the planes Israel is due to receive under the 
package deal must not be underestimated. But the numbers ap- 
proved are reduced from an already scaled down Israeli 
application. By making sure that such weapons will be doled out 
on a piecemeal basis, and in disregard of the spirit of earlier 
commitments, the U.S. is putting Israel on notice ofthe political 
price that will be exacted for them 

What officials in Washington may not have realized is that the 
new U.S, arma policy is likely to stiffen the Israeli posture in the 
peace talks. For example the Government must now take a 
fresh close look at the new danger lurking in the southeast — 
and its possible impact on the disposition of Sinai. The credibili- 
ty of the U.S. as an independent mediator, too, has not been very 
much enhanced, ᾿ 

On the face of it, the ‘package deal" may be a clever idea. By 
being presented as a package, it is calculated to defeat the op- 
position of Israel's friends in the Congress. Yesterday's vehe- 
ment remonstrance against it by the Soviets should, in 
American eyes, be a recommendation. 

Clever is not, however, a precise synonym for wise.

THE EN@RGETIC Liheral chair- 
man of the Likud Knesset faction, 
Avraham Sharir, does not accept the 
proposition that hia half of Gahal 
(yes, it still exists) has abandoned 
foreign and defence affairs to its 
Herut partner, focusing solely on 
economic policy-making. 

He polnts out that ever since the 
days of the General Zionists 
(predeceagors of the Liberals), they 
have always put the emphasis on the 
economy. But that did not mean that 
they took no interest in defence and 
foreign affairs. Indeed, they are 
proud of their pragmatic and un- 
dogmatic approach to this major 
area of the nattonal life. . 

However, he was ready to concede 
that some Liberals had become ex- 
tremist of late. If. for example, a 
decision were to be made to hand 
back part of the West Bank, he was 
not at all sure how some of his fellow 
Liberal MkKs would behave. 

“Our party has not voted on these 
matters for some time; but I do 
agree that we have shifted more to 
the extreme than hitherto," he ad- 
mits.

Sir, — Your statesmen have 
always contended that Israel's 
deepest wish is to be accepted in 
dignity and peace by ita Arab 
neighbours. Judging by Begin‘sa 
statements and the resulta of recent 
polls taken in Israel, it is evident that 
most Israelis are unwilling to extend 
any offer of dignified treatment or 
attitudes to Egypt or to the Palesti- 
nian Arabs. It appears that what 
Israel wants far more fervently than 
peace is to recreate what you con- 
sider to be the heydey of Israel's 
Biblical period, plus a few pieces of 
the Sinal for good measure. 

How can you present any 
historical claims to territory and be, 
at the same time, so completely in- 
sensitive about Egypt's claima on 
the Sinai? The Yom Kippur War
